conspicuous position on the t;il>lp, and 
whilecl away the time, until the Doctor's 
arrival by running over thc> Xr\ri Lett* r'.t 
list oi' Sail Francisco Quacks, who are 
practicing on the gullibility of the af- 
rlictcd without the authority of diplo- 
mas. 


The Doctor listened very gravely to 


the in(|uiriss, but had nothing to *ay as 
t» the truth or falsity of the statcuieut. 
He courteously directed the reporter to 
the office of Page A- Jordan, next door.
